ore than 40 residents packed 

the Planning Board hearing 

room Tuesday night for the 
first of what is expected to be many 
public hearings on Powder Mill Square, 
a proposed condominium and medical 
office building complex for Shawsheen 
Square, at North Main and Stevens 
streets. 

Developers Lou Miéinicucci £ZJr., 
Thomas D. Laudani and Tom Reilly of 
Northpoint Realty Development Corp. 
in North Andover presented a plan 
showing a four-story, 65,000-square-foot 
medical office building, a four-story, 72- 
unit senior residential housing com- 
plex and a 10,000-square-foot communi- 
ty center on a 5/5-acre site across from 
the Andover Post Office. 

Developers and project engineer 
Steve Stapinski of Merrimack Engi- 
neering presented the plans complete 
with a computerized slide show. Stapin- 
ski noted during the presentation that 
The Powder Mill Square plan would 
also include “an historic mill walk” 
similar to historic areas of Lowell. 

But the high-tech presentation did 
little to deter concerns of the board and 
residents, who cited potential traffic 
and flooding concerns. 

To build the project, four homes on 
North Main Street, three of which are 
abandoned, would be removed. The 
parking garage underneath the resi- 
dential buildings would be designed to 
flood on the lowest level in 100-year- 
Storms, he. said, adding that during 
such storms, the lowest level of park- 
ing, reserved for the office building, 
would not be available, and the offices 
would be closed. The building itself 
would not flood, but the parking would 
not be available, he said. 

“The office building is entirely out of

ith dozens of residents bitterly 
W opposed to the idea, the deci- 
* sion about whether to give gen- 
erally well-regarded paint manufactur- 
er California Products the license it 
needs to come to Andover is a difficult 

one, say selectmen. 

Apparently difficult enough to 
prompt yet another delay on the mat- 
ter. 

Monday night, the board again post- 
poned a vote on whether to give Califor- 
nia Products a license to store 184,300 
gallons of inflammable products, 
including 3,000 gallons of materials that 
can catch fire without being preheated. 

California Products wants to move 
into industrially-zoned land off of Das- 
comb Road, near the Tewksbury bor- 
der, but it cannot move to Andover if it 
does not get the license to store the 
chemicals it needs to make its prod- 
ucts. 

Selectmen say they’ve been 
impressed with what they’ve seen and 
heard about California Products. Town 
health and fire officials say that many 
current companies pose a far greater 
health, environmental or fire threat 
than California Products would. 

However, the selectmen’s inclina- 
tion to approve the license has been 
affected by outspoken residents who 
have come to two consecutive select- 
men’s meetings. 

As an apparent bow to 
Brian Major moved that 
should approve the license with the 
stipulation that California Products 
pay for annual testing of the emissions 
that are being released from the plant. 
If the emissions were not below govern- 
ment standards, the town could yank 
the company’s license. 

California Products has said its 
emissions are well below government

A dance of her culture 


Sailakshmi Ramgopal, 15, a 
sophomore at Phillips Academy, 
will present her Rangapravesham, 
a ceremonial dance recital that 
marks her “entrance to the stage” 
as a professional dancer, on Satur- 
day at 3 p.m., at Salem (N.H.) High 
School. 

The recital is the culmination of 
eight years of lessons. For the last 
six months, she has been practic- 
ing three hours a day, says her 
instructor Poornima Gururaja. 

Few students commit to attain- 
ing this level of expertise in tradi- 
tional dance, says Gururaja. 

Besides making a commitment 
to time spent on lessons, students 
must also commit to immersing 
themselves in Indian culture. 

“They have to live in two cul- 
tures,” Gururaja, who describes 
her basement as “a mini India.” 

Sailakshmi, known as “Laksh- 
mi,” says she enjoys the stories 
behind the dances, making it 
worth all the work. 

While the traditional spiritual 
dances, some of which date back to 
500 B.C., must be performed 
according to practice, the dances 
that involve storytelling allow for 
more interpretation, and may even 
become better through facial 
expression and hand movements. 

“You have to believe you're 
really feeding a baby,” she says of 
one particular story. “If you 
change, it only. becomes more 
real.” 

Gururaja says the poses in these 
particular dances are difficult, but 
she chose them for Lakshmi 
because she is a particularly sup- 


ple dancer. 

“She stands out. She is extreme- 
ly graceful,” Gururaja says. 

But that is not the only reason 
Lakshmi excels in this type of 
dance, Bharata Natyam, says the 
instructor. 

“Lakshmi also feels intensely 
when she believes in something. 
She connects instantly with the 
audience and just blossoms on 
stage. She is a performer,” Gurura- 
ja says. 

The emotional aspect of story- 
telling and physical aspect of the 
dance make the dance difficult, 
Lakshmi says. 

“You also have to think about 
what’s coming,” she says, in addi- 
tion to avoiding stress fractures. 

“There are times when you are 
so tired, there’s sweat pouring off 
you and you just want to sit down 
and drink water,” she says, but her 
teacher doesn’t let her stop. “You 
know you won’t want to start 
again,” Gururaja says. _ 

But after years of practice, Lak- 
shmi says she has passed the “self- 
pity stage.” 

“It teaches you about yourself. I 
never really struggled with the 
dance. I struggle with myself,” she 
says. 

Gururaja says Lakshmi, like 
professional Indian dancers, has 
committed her dances to memory. 

Lakshmi says she is inspired by 
dancers including Liela Samson 
and Alarmel Valli, who is known 
for her expressiveness. 

“You can see everything around 
her when she dances,” Lakshmi

She hopes to further study 
dance in India, perhaps with one 
of her idols, but hasn’t decided if 
she would like to be a professional, 
touring dancer. 

Lakshmi has visited India twice 
to study dance in workshops, and 
has been studying with Gururaja 
in Andover for eight years. 

While dance teachers, known as 
“gurus” in India, are very strict, 
Gururaja says she has become 
friends with many of her students, 
particularly Lakshmi. 

“IT am really proud of her. These 
eight years of effort have really 
blossomed into something beauti- 
ful. I never thought I would meet a 
child here (in the United States) 
who would be brought to this 
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level,” Gururaja says. “When we 
teach, we learn a lot more from 
these children who bring their 
(American) culture in from out- 
side. It is like a symbiotic relation- 
ship with Lakshmi,” she says. 

Lakshmi has a slightly higher 
level of expertise than most 
dancers her age, Gururaja says. 

Lakshmi was born in America, 
but her parents, Ram and Malathi 
Ramgopal, were born in India. 
Gururaja is also a native of India, 
where she plans to return this 
year. 

Lakshmi will be performing 10 
dances with a live orchestra, 
imported from India for this event, 
to an expected audience of more 
than 300. The recital is free and 
open to the public.

Felicia Roumeliotis 
teaches in a typical fourth- 
grade classroom at Sanborn 
Elementary School. An 
assortment of textbooks, 
dioramas, and posters fill 
the room. An American flag 
hangs in the corner. 

But for the last half of 
the school year, this ordi- 
nary classroom has had an 
extraordinary visitor — 
Bob Verrette, 42, who has 
been blind since birth. 

Verrette, of 4 Gardner 
Ave., who initially visited 
the class as a guest speaker, 
has become a weekly fix- 
ture to the students. 

As a speaker, he so 
impressed Roumeliotis and 
her students that she incor- 
porated him into her cur- grade class. 
riculum. His guest-speaking engagement grew 
into a greater learning experience for everyone 
involved. 

“I try to teach the students a lot about people’s 
differences, and how to be sensitive to those dif- 
ferences,” says Roumeliotis. “Most kids have 
never met anyone who is blind. I wanted them to 
have this experience and learn from it.” 

Part of Roumeliotis’ curriculum includes the 
book Mother’s Little Helper, which tells the story 
of a seeing-eye dog. From this story one of 
Roumeliotis’ former students suggested Verrette, 
her uncle, as a guest speaker. 

“His speaking ability is so impressive,” says 
Roumeliotis. “We were all captive listeners.” 

Roumeliotis asked Verrette to return to the 
classroom on a weekly basis. From then on, Ver- 
rette spent several hours each Thursday after- 
noon working with small groups of students. 
“The students and I have looked forward to his 
visit each week,” says Roumeliotis. 

In his first few visits, the students asked many 
questions about blindness, but he quickly

before, I think they now understand that blind 
people are ordinary people, too,” says Verrette. 

Roumeliotis took full advantage of Verrette’s 
presence. In addition to helping sensitize the stu- 
dents to people with disabilities, he helped rein- 
force the skills Roumeliotis taught them. Usual- 
ly, Verrette worked with groups of five or six stu- 
dents at a small table in the back of the room. He 
helped them review lessons in spelling, language 
comprehension, and math. Roumeliotis gave 
Verrette copies of her lesson plans. His parents 
then typed out the lesson plans on a Braille type- 
writer, from which Verrette read to the children. 

In a typical lesson, the students sitting at the 
table identified themselves to Verrette, telling 
him their names and where they were sitting at 
the table. Verrette then read them the vocabu- 
lary words, his fingertips running over the 
Braille lesson plans. The students wrote the 
words as he said them, and then spelled the 
words out loud, with Verrette giving encourage- 
ment or gentle corrections when needed. 
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He gives students a hand in reading, awareness 


When he finished with the indi- 
vidual groups, Verrette read stories 
from a Braille storybook to the 
entire class. He read 13 stories over 
the course of his visits. “I think he 
helped us learn,” says student Julie 
Vouellette. 

Roumeliotis incorporated Ver- 
rette (a graduate of Andover High 
School and Holy Cross College) into 
other parts of the curriculum as 
well. In a lesson on southern cotton 
plantations the students were 
required to make dioramas. Each 
student led Verrette’s hands over 
his or her diorama, explaining to 
him the different parts of it as he 
touched them. 

Last Thursday was Verrette’s 
last class with this group of stu- 
dents. In a project similar to the dio- 
ramas, the students wrote good-bye 
letters to Verrette, and decorated 
the cards with felt, cotton, string, 
tin foil and other items for him to 
feel. The students came up with the 
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idea to use buttons and beans to 
spell words using the Braille alpha- 
bet. 

In their final work groups, the 
children read their letters to Ver- 
rette, and showed him their cards. 
Gently holding his wrist, they guid- 
ed his hand over the decorated 
cards, explaining each item to him. 
“Thank you,” “good luck,” “you 
were a great reader,” “you’re an 
incredible person,” and “T’ll miss 
you,” were common messages. 
“You would make a good teacher,” 
said several others. “He has 
touched our lives,” says Roumelio- 
tis. “It’s been a wonderful experi- 
ence for the children and everyone 
involved.” 

“It’s been a great year,” says 
Verrette. “The children are very 
kind and generous. They’re smart 
and good.” His only regret is how 
quickly the school year passed. But, 
he says, “I’m looking forward to 
coming back next year.”

A tratfic solution: Get rid of all cars except mine

Just in case you’ve missed it, flow- 
ing from the pens of angry writers of 
letters to newspapers, or from the 
angry lips of residents at various pub- 
lic hearings, there’s trouble right here 
in Andover. Trouble with a capital T 
and that stands for Traffic. 

Local politicos, officials and police 
have received multiple tirades from 
residents, all on the same basic theme. 
There are too many cars in Andover. 
Too many trucks. They’re driving on 
too many of our streets. 

The neighbors want more stop 
lights, more signs, more one-way 
streets, even speed bumps. They want 
all the cars and trucks directed to 
somebody else’s street. 

Or better yet, they want fewer cars 
period. 

I have to admit I share this frustra- 
tion. I hate it when I get stuck behind a 
school bus that stops every third block, 
or some elderly person taking his 
sweet time pe Hy downtown, or some 


lane and a half. If only they would all 
just get off the road, then there would 
be more room for ... me and my car. 

And probably your car too. Which 
leads to the other thing I have to admit, 
at the risk of being drawn and quar- 
tered by the “too much traffic” contin- 
gent in town. I’m sorry, but I have a 
hard time taking this tempestuous 
rhetoric all that seriously when it is 
coming from people most of whom, Id 
be willing to bet, have one, two, maybe 
three or more vehicles of their own. 

Seriously, this is a classic Pogo 
moment: We have met the enemy, and 
he is us. 

Want to start solving the traffic 
problem? There are several ways we 
could do it. But I suspect none of them 
would be all that palatable, because 
we'd be feeling our own pain. 

1. Get rid of at least one of your sta- 
ble of cars. 

Sure, it may not wihsoeaiie be “us” 
and our neighbors who clog the side 
streets that used to be a bit more quiet 
and peaceful. It’s “them” — those peo- 
ple who work for the “industry” that 
has been allowed to expand against 
our wishes. 

But every time we get into our own 
cars and drive out of our neighbor- 
hoods, where do you think we go? We 
drive into somebody else’s neighbor- 
hood, or downtown, where we make 
our own little contribution to too much 


traffic.’ 
--. And. it-is not -just- commuters -trying-.- 


to get to work on time who clog local 
streets. Cruise around Andover in the 
afternoon, and you will see parents in 
minivans and SUVs, racing to local 
schools to pick up their kids so they 
can take them to their (pick one or 
more) dance, music, art, sports, drama 
lessons. I haven’t heard anyone 
demand that parents be forbidden from 
picking up their kids, so all students 
can ride the bus home and we can elim- 
inate pre- and post-school traffic. 

2. Pray for a recession. Pray that a 
lot of people get laid off — other people, 
of course. 

Yes, there are clearly more cars on 
local streets than anybody envisioned 
when those streets were designed. But 
traffic is the predictable curse of a good 
economy. 

This extends well beyond our little 
slice of suburbia. I was reminded of 
this recently when I made the mistake 
of riding my bicycle up to Hampton 
Beach on a Sunday afternoon, and was 
treated to multiple near-death experl- 
ences. ; 

There were thousands of people 
with big engines and small brains, all 
jockeying for position with their mus- 
cle cars and trucks. They viewed a 
bicycle as something like a mosquito. 

There is no mystery to any of this. 
You want good jobs, you had better be 
prepared to put up with cars. Closer to 
home, you may have noticed that the 
mansions rising up all over town come 
with maltiple-car- garages. One car for

Editor, Townsman: 

As a resident of Andover, I feel obliged 
to respond to the letter from Madeleine 
Peront (““Wheelabrator is talking trash,” 
Townsman, June 3). 

Her concerns about the safety of my 
company’s trash-to-energy facility in 
North Andover are shared by many, per- 
haps most of all by me and by my family. 
After more than 25 years in the environ- 
mental waste management industry, I 
have the utmost personal and profession- 
al confidence in the technology this plant 
employs, the safety of its operations, and 
the company that stands behind it. While 
I fully share Ms. Peront’s:concerns, I also 
am able to share information that hope- 
fully will contribute to more informed 
decisions and reasonable solutions. 

Ms. Peront first supposes that “numer- 
ous articles published in local newspa- 
pers” disprove our claim that the plant is 
“safe.” Newspaper articles, unfortunate- 
ly, are an unreliable source of informa- 
tion on technological (especially contro- 
versial) issues. Most of the stories about 
‘ the North Andover facility originate with 
opponents offering dubious information 
and questionable science. 

Just as most of us do not vote for politi- 
cal candidates on the basis of editorials 
alone, we should weigh a broad array of 
credible, science-based evidence before 
making decisions about long-term envi- 
ronmental issues. Wheelabrator reaf- 
firms the safety of its facilities on the 
grounds of decades of operating perfor- 
mance, EPA and DEP regulatory data, 
independent scientific study and exhaus- 
tive academic reports on the impacts of 
these plants on public health and the 
environment. Our positions are not based 
on what we read in newspapers. 

The EPA fine and notice mentioned in 
Ms. Peront’s letter refer to alleged claims 
of emissions violations only; such proce- 
dural actions are not uncommon 
throughout all industries and do not 
reflect the safety or integrity of the North 
Andover plant in any way. Nor do occa-

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sional past levels of dioxin emissions at 
the plant constitute a violation of any sort 
of DEP standards for this element. 

Dioxin and mercury are among the 
high-priority targets for continued 
removal and reduction in industrial 
processes of many kinds, and Wheelabra- 
tor has been in the forefront of its indus- 
try in researching, understanding and 
mitigating its production. We will contin- 
ue this quest, aided by the rapid evolu- 
tion of technology and increasingly more 
efficient plant operations. 

Finally, Ms. Peront’s letter repeats a 
frequent charge, that Wheelabrator 
“charges us the highest rates in Massa- 
chusetts.” 

Once again, the legal history of the 
North Andover project is a far better 
source of project facts than the local 
newspapers, although we have responded 
time and again to articles and letters in 
error on this point. 

As I have written repeatedly in this 
and other publications, Wheelabrator 
does not “charge” the communities any- 
thing, let alone the highest rates in the 


state. The reality is that the largest com- 
ponent of the disposal cost is the debt ser- 
vice on the outstanding bonds. 

The principal debt on these bonds was 
pushed back by the communities’ choice 
until the later years of the contract. 
Years ago (1980-82), the communities 
assumed that power prices would be so 
high the debt burden would be insignifi- 
cant. That turned out not to be the case. 
The communities are obligated to pay 
the debt directly to the trustee for the 
bank. 

Wheelabrator is a conduit only; we 
realize nothing from these payments. 
The rest of the project costs are set by for- 
mula and an electricity price that is a 
moving target. 

Wheelabrator is extremely proud of 
its technological, environmental and 
community achievements in its modern 
trash-to-energy facilities around the 
country, including the North Andover 
project. After completion of the current 
upgrade of its emissions control tech- 
nology, it will be an even greater bene- 
fit to the people and the environment in 


this region.

Andover teachers join statewide rally 


Andover was well represented last week 
when teachers across the state rallied on 
Boston Common to support a campaign by 
the Massachusetts Teacher Association and 
the Massachusetts Federation of Teachers to 
boost their public image, and to give teachers 
a greater voice in Education reform. 

Andover Education Association teachers’ 
union president Tom Meyers says 150 
Andover teachers were among the 20,000 edu- 
cators who rallied last Wednesday. 

The MTA has proposed legislation would 
help create a state-funded mentoring pro- 
gram to help retain new teachers, renovate 
buildings, reduce class sizes and expand 
early childhood programs so students are bet- 
ter prepared for school, Meyers says.

Sam’s spent 35 years at a pretty good clip

After three decades in the hair-cut- 
ting business, you might say Andover 
barber Sam Reitano is a cut above the 
rest. 

That’s why you can expect to see 
dozens of Andover residents stopping by 
Colonial Barber Shop Saturday, June 26, 
when Reitano celebrates his 35th 
anniversary as Colonial’s owner and 
chief cutter. 

Reitano’s sixth hair-cutting partner, 
Debbie Sieslik, plans to host an open 
house for the man everyone knows as 
“Sam,” June 26 from 8:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

Those familiar with Colonial’s Christ- 
mas spreads know that the open house 
will feature plenty of sandwiches and 
beverages for old friends who pop in to 
say, “Hello.” 

But what keeps people popping in 
year after year? 

Some say it’s Reitano’s ability to 
remember their names or to tell a good 
story. For others, it’s the golf balls he 
has waiting for them, nestled in egg 
crates.

He says he worked briefly as a barber

She is now caring for more than 20 cats at her 
home, including a pregnant female. 

“Education and awareness are big things,” she 
says, urging those who see stray cats to call the group 
at 475-4386 or 975-7578. Other correspondence and 
donations can be sent to Operation Feline Lifeline, 235 
Haggetts Pond Road, Andover, MA 01810. 

Lipton says the stray cat problem is not severe in 
most parts of Andover, but is still significant enough 
that parents need to teach their children to be wary. 
“We do have a rabies problem,” she says, “and if a 
child is scratched or bitten, they could be exposed to it. 
We certainly care about the cats, but we care about 
eliminating the problem as well.”

He’s cut all sorts of styles (the 
worst is today’s spiked and colored hair, 
he says) and has trimmed the hair of 
many Andover men, their children and 
their grandchildren. 

“T have a lot of three-generation fami- 
lies,” he says. “I have maybe three or 
four four-generation families.” 

But, not surprisingly, Reitano says 
the years of scissors-handling have 
flown by at a pretty good clip. 

“When I started here I said, Tll stick 
around for six months, maybe a year. 
Something will break.’ I turn around 
and I’ve been here 35 years, ” he shrugs. 
“Nothing broke.” 

Saturday, his customers will tell him, 
“Tf it ain’t broke, Sam, don’t fix it.” They 
want him to stay around. 

Fortunately for them, the 66-year-old 
has no intention of hanging up his scis- 
sors. 

“They'll probably drag me out of 
here,” says Reitano to one 15-year cus- 
tomer. “Where would you go if I left?”

the flood plain,” Laudani said. 

Residents and board members say 
they’re also concerned about existing 
and potential traffic problems at the 
North Main Street and Stevens Street 
intersection. 

Two years ago, planners denied a pro- 
posal for a Walgreen’s Pharmacy at the 
same intersection because of traffic 
problems. 

Developers say they’re still working 
with the town to address traffic con- 
cerns, but the proposal so far would 
include moving the lights on North 
Main Street at Shawsheen Plaza a few 
feet closer to Elm Square, and widening 
Stevens Street. 

Moving the lights on North Main 
Street would create a new intersection 
where cars would exit the project onto 
North Main Street. The entrance to the 
complex would be off Stevens Street, 
across from the Post Office, developers 
say. 

Architect Gregory Smith, of GSD 
Associates in North Andover, says the 
widening of Stevens Street would 
include a through lane and a turning 
lane into the Post Office from North 
Main Street: There would also be an 
additional lane exiting the Post Office 
towards North Main Street, where now 
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there is only one, Smith says. 
The Andover Department of 


@@@ Public Works has issued com- 


ments on the project, including 
notes on sewer, water, drainage, side- 
walk and traffic issues. 

Holy Family Hospital representatives 
have agreed to occupy half of the 65,000- 
square-foot office building as a medical 
clinic, Minicucci says. He expects the 
rest of the building to be occupied by 
other doctors’ offices and clinic services. 

Of the 72 housing units, all slated for 
residents 55 and older, 11 of them would 
be affordable units, as required by law, 
Minicucci says.

stein. Their discussions under the title 
“The Rabbi and the Rector” have pro- 
duced probably the most visible inter- 
faith dialogue in the town, and have 
included trips by Christians and Jews 
together to the Holy Land. 

It has been long enough for members of 
the congregation to become heavily 
involved in Habitat for Humanity, and to 
form a close relationship with the Hispan- 
ic Pentecostal church Iglesia de Dios in 
Lawrence. 

But Diamond’s involvement in all that 
will come to an end Sept. 1, when he 
resigns to become Dean of Christ Church 
Cathedral in Cincinnati, Ohio. Diamond 
officially informed parishioners of his 
impending departure in a letter last week. 

And while he acknowledges that the 
members of his parish “aren’t dancing in 
the streets,” he believes the change will be 
good for both him and the church. 

The church, he says, has grown and 
become stronger in the years since he 
arrived. “It’s wonderful to see a lot of 
young families and new people coming 
in,” he says. “I'd say the future here is 
well assured.” 

He also says change is a healthy thing 
for a parish. “I have every reason to 
believe that this (search for a new rector) 
will bring somebody with a fresh perspec- 
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tive. And for that to happen periodically is 
a good thing.” 

For himself and his family, “I don’t 
think of it so much as a challenge as an 
adventure,” he says. 

Certainly it will be different, at a num- 
ber of levels. 

A cathedral is the home church of the 
bishop of that particular diocese of the 
Episcopal Church — in this case includ- 
ing all of southern Ohio. Diamond’s 
duties will be much like those of a rector, 
“but the title changes at that point,” he 
says. 

Clearly, it is a position of greater 
responsibility and visibility. 

The Cincinnati cathedral is also in an 
urban setting — much different from sub- 
urban Andover. Diamond says it is a 
large cathedral with a very high profile in 
the city. And he calls it a “work-place” 
ministry, rather than a “home-place” 
ministry, as is the case in Andover. 

And while actual membership of any 
cathedral is small — in this case about 600 
— Diamond says the ministry attracts 
many more people. . 

“On a given Sunday morning you have 
a lot of people who are tourists, who want 
to see the building or hear the music,” he 
says, “but then you have thousands of 
people who work in this immediate area. 
Proctor and Gamble headquarters is just 
down the block, and the Chiquita fruit 
companies are a block in the other direc- 
tion.” 

The cathedral has three daily services, 
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Fond farewell — Rev. James Dia- 
mond will leave Christ Church 
after nearly 18 years. 
he says — morning prayer at 8:30 am., a 
communion service at 12:10 p.m. and an 
evening prayer service at 5 or 5:30. 

“Others come for a lecture series or 
Bible study,” he says. 

Diamond says while he is excited 
about the new post, he will miss Andover. 

In addition to the work with Habitat, 
the interfaith dialogue and other “cre- 
ative outreach things,” Diamond says he 
believes his parishioners “are very 
invested not only in the town, but in 
greater Lawrence as well.”

A committee will then put together a 
profile of the church, based on “a very 
deliberate look” at the identity of the 
church and its mission. The profile will 
also include what the parish is looking for 
in a new rector. This will all be turned 
over to a search committee. 

“T had a meeting with the congregation 
yesterday (Sunday) Diamond says, “and I 
told them ‘Don’t worry. There will be 
plenty of people interested in coming.” 

He says he will leave with very mixed 
feelings. “Andover has been a wonderful 
place to be,” he says. “To raise my chil- 
dren here has been a privilege.” 

While he will officially leave Sept. 1, 
Diamond says he and his family will 
return for a farewell service Sept. 26, since 
there will be people on vacation through- 
out the summer.

“The idea is the higher the number, the 
better the fabric,” he said. “People are 
more educated today with the construc- 
tion of fabrics.” 

For $1600 and up, you can have your 
own custom made suit. It requires very 
intensive labor. First the measurements 
are taken, then the fabric is picked, a pat-

tern is made, the fabric is cut and finally 
the sewing is done. Fifty hours of labor is 
required to produce a single custom- 
made suit. 


Fossella said he has young customers 
today that he wouldn’t have imagined of 
years ago. But because they are doing so 
well financially, they are able to afford 
the suits he makes out of his onsite tai- 
loring shop. “The young successful cus- 
tomer that I have today is out to find the 
best of what he likes to have,” he said. 
His customers are also purchasing cus- 
tom shirts and specialty ties. The ties are 
made of all silk and he prides himself in 
his own private collection. 

Women are treating themselves to 
expensive swim wear. Beach Front Prop- 
erty sells high-end swimwear including 
Calvin Klein, Karla Colletto, Ann Cole, 
Ann Klein and La Blanca. These suits 
retail up to the $200 range. Tankinis are 
the in suit this season. But also popular 
are separates that can be mixed and 
matched and bandos. 

As for treating the tastebuds, wine is 
one option. “These days the growing 
trend is toward champagne and ports,” 
said Jim Price, assistant manager of 
Messina’s Liquors in North Andover. He 
sees his customers buying more in quan- 
tity without jeopardizing quality. Popu- 
lar champagnes include Montaudon at 
$23.99 and at $110 to $160 a bottle are Dom 
Perignon and Cristal. “As the millenni- 
um approaches, we are seeing our cham- 
pagne stock dwindle,” said Price.

“More so than the casual 
entertaining with Chinese food and 
beer.” 

Messina’s Liquors has also seen an 
increase in their cigar sales. Premium 
cigars that are popular right now include 
Arturo Fuente, Ashton and Avo. “There 
are really only 20 brands of cigars worth 
spending money on,” said Price. “When 
the demand hit for cigars, the name 
brands didn’t have enough supply to 
meet the demand. Now that the market 
is saturated with no name brands that 
aren’t selling, the classics are coming out 
ahead. The top names are aging their cig- 
ars properly, where the others didn’t.” 

Expensive cigars are becoming quite 
popular these days. Andrew Lawson, 
manager at Philly’s Smoke Shop in 
North Reading, sees a trend where peo- 
ple are coming in and purchasing a box 
of cigars, rather than just a few. The most 
popular brands are Cohivas, Arturo 
Fuente’s, Monte Cristo and Havache. 
These cigars range from $7 to $16 a piece. 
A box of 25 cigars is in the $200 to $300 
price range. 

“People are buying these cigars just to 
have the prestige that goes along with 
them. It feels very prestigious for them to 
present their buddies with a $16 cigar on 
the golf course,” said Lawson.

AP — Some terms associated with 
cigar smoking: 


bunched, bound and wrapped entire- 
ly by hand with no machines being 
used in the fabrication process 
(excluding the mold). 

Head: The capped end of the cigar 
that you put into your mouth. 


Barrel: The main body or shank of 
the cigar. 


Binder: A binder leaf is the inter- 
mediate leaf used to hold together the Herf: A term that originated with 
bunch of filler tobacco. alt.smokers.cigars newsgroup that is 


defined as a gathering of newsgroup 
members for the explicit purpose of 
smoking cigars and having a good 
time. 


Cap: The small flag of wrapper leaf 
that the roller lays down and seals to 
the head of the cigar with a vegetable 
gum-based glue. 

Humidor: Any box used for stor- 
age of cigars in a controlled humidity. 
The term humidor usually refers to 
wooden boxes, with unfinished interi- 
ors. 


Crawl: A cigar crawl invites smok- 
ers to visit a series of cigar shops 
checking for the newest cigars and 
cigar-related products. It's a cigar 
smoker's version of a drinker's pub 
crawl. Ring gauge: The diameter of a 
cigar's barrel, expressed in 64ths of an 
inch. A 32 ring is 32/64 inch (1/2 inch), 
for example. 


Filler: The bunch of tobacco found 
at the center of the cigar. There are 
two types of filler: long filler, which 
contains the whole leaf running from 
the head to the foot of the cigar, and 
short filler, comprised of scraps of 
tobacco (often the trimmed ends 
of long fillers). 


Shoulder: The area where the 
head of the cigar meets the barrel. 


Wrapper: The outer leaf, generally 
high-quality tobacco that is wound 
around the binder of the cigar. It is 
chosen for its com- 
plexion, elasticity, 
silky texture and 
delicate veins.

¢ Finishing wicker with a special protege 
tive seal to guard against wear and tear 
will extend its life even further and make 
care even easier. Check with a local hard- 
ware store to find out the best way to seal 
your wicker. Wicker can be sealed with a 
latex and polyester finish which protects 
the non-corrosive wires within the fiber 
weave. 

Protecting your wicker's finish will do 
more than just keep it looking great 
throughout the season, it will also help pro- 
long the life of your furniture.

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Y2K, millennium cause Americans to ‘live high off the hog’

AP — Chef Charlie Trotter drizzles a 
little premium Lucini olive oil over a 
slow-roasted salmon with braised lamb's 
tongue and casually points out a couple 
who cracked open a $10,000 bottle of 
wine. 

His wine steward doesn't bat a lash. 
What's $10,000 when a group of wine 
enthusiasts a week earlier uncorked a 
200-year-old bottle worth much, much 

-more at this restaurant, often voted one 
of the best in the world? 

With some predicting Armageddon as 
the Y2K problem meets the new millen- 
nium, sociologists say you can taste the 
fear out there. But some Americans are 
swallowing their nervousness and 
drowning their sorrows with indulgent 
foods and expensive wines as part of a 
rediscovered pastime: Living high off 
the hog. 

“The customer really needs to be pam- 
pered right now, which smart operators 
will realize is as much an issue of empa- 
“ivy as technical skill,” says Steven M. 
Weiss, president of Straightforward 
Communications, a company that offers 
management and marketing advice to 
food service businesses. 

“Cream and cream sauces will serve 
to help soothe end-of-the-millennium 
nerves,” he predicts. 

Many folks now have no trifle about 
trying truffles as long as they’re being 
served with foods that until recently 
were shunned as guilty pleasures: dou- 


ble-cheese buttered mashed potatoes, 
meat loaf, fried chicken. 

“Tt’s a natural reaction to the finish of 
an era,” notes Guiseppi Grappolini, an 
Italian businessman who created the 
Lucini olive oil. “It is a new era that is 
coming. People are searching for quali- 
ty. No one’s grandma is making sweets 


really want stuff that tastes good; they 
want it and they’re going to find a way to 
get it.” 

Indeed, some of the best-sellers on 
grocery shelves have been super-premi- 
um ice creams, “hearty” and “home-

N.Y., company that tracks trends in the 
food industry, says consumers’ food pref- 
erences changed dramatically three 
years ago. . 

No longer able to stomach low-fat, 
bad-tasting foods, they turned to excess — 
a “super-sizing of America” helped in 
part by a good economy, says Tom Vier- 
hile, general manager of Market Intelli- 
gence. 

“People are beginning to say ‘You

only live once,”’ Vierhile said. “They’re 
looking for nostalgia — home-style foods, 
but with a twist such as bolder flavors or 
with ethnic infusions.” 

Americans also are traveling in 
record numbers, with summer vacations 
expected to jump four percent over last 

-year, according to the Travel Industry 
Association of America. On returning 
home, many are seeking out foods they 
discovered abroad, Vierhile said. 

Culinary historians also point to 
increasing affluence brought on by the 
aging of America that has boosted the 
average number of nights people dine 
out and made them expect more of an 
“experience” when they do. 

Restaurant sales have grown at an 
average annual rate of 7.6 percent since 
1970, according to the National Restau- 
rant Association. Sales in 1999 are fore- 
cast to advance 4.6 percent to $354 bil- 
lion, accounting for 44.3 percent of the 
food dollar. 

“The restaurant table has replaced 
the board room and the dining room,” 
says chef John Coletta at Caliterra 
restaurant in Chicago. “Everything is 
conducted in the restaurant, every- 
thing.” 

Some even take it to extremes. At one- 
sixtyblue, a West Side restaurant partly 
owned by Michael Jordan, there are 
lockers for cigar lovers, a massive wine 
display and even a private dining room 
complete with televisions, VCRs and 
stereo.
